That.there be many 
things, which, chough we know well, we 
have need enough to be minded of: Buteven 
becauſe I do not find that many perſons are

the - Auditors, or ſometimes pleaſe or tickle 
them z: but is: not wont either to- Teach, Or 
Perf! ate: like roo-mnch of Ornament, which 
doth bur diſguiſe the native Beauty ; or too 
much Trimming, which hides the Cloth. 

' The'words'iread,-are our Saviour's Words ; 
addreſſed to his Father in-che behalf of his 
Diſciples : And are a part of that Prayer with 
which he cloſeth his large Exhortation, or 
Farewel-Sermon to his Diſciples,the night be- 
fore: he was to ſuffer; of. which. we; have a 


| largerehearſal inthe three foregoing Chapters, 


the 14th, 15th, and 16th: whichthis1 7th, clo- 
ſeth with a Prayer. 

He begins his Prayer; with a Pericion con- 
cerning Eternal Life, which he was to beſtow 
(according to the Power his Father had gran- 
ted him) toas many as He had given him 
that'is, i to as many as ſhould effecually. be- 
lieve in him. To: which Petition he. ſubjoins 
this Exegerical Epiphonema, - 4ud;this is life eter- 
nal, that they may know thee the only true God, iand

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We may conſider the words either accord- 
ing to'a Synthetic or afy Anahticmerhod; :as the 
Schools 'ſpeak': * The former of which: they 
commonly follow in Sciences Theoretical 3 the 
latter in Pratiical.

In the former way, the:-Reſalt of thenx is 
to this purpoſe; That the.excellent Knowledge of 
God and Chriſt, is attended with this moſt glorious 
Conſequent, Eternal Life. 

[n the latter way, it amounts to thus much ; 
That the way or means to Eternal Life, is the Know- 
ledge of God and Chrift. 

Not is it much material, whether of the 
two ways we take them; S ynthetically, or Anas 
lytically: whether we take them as a-Theorem ; 
affirming this:Efle&@;' of thac Cauſe : or-as 4 
Problem; Ns. to:thele Miekns for ſuch ann 
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" Yet I chule rather to take them in the lat- 
tex confideration , (though not excluſive of 
the-fortner ; ) Becauſe, chis Epiphonema taking 
its riſe from the mentiori made of Eternal Life, 
in the former verſe; (not from a former. men- 
tion of the Knowledge of God and Chriſt; ) it 
ſeems to be rather intended as a Direftion how 
to attain Eternal Life; thin, an account of the 
Effett of ſuch a Knowledge. But, in doing the. 
one, it doth the other alſo. 

I ſhall begin, f#&ſt, with thac which lies 
feſt in the order of the word ; The Fnd pro- 
poſed ; or the Efe&; or Conſequent of this 
Knowledge ; the Happineſs which doth attend 
it: which;for its Excellency, is called Life,and, 
for its Duration, Eternal. This is life eternal. 

The word Life I take to be here uſed in a. 
figurative ſenſe ; and to import Good or Haps 
pineſs : like as, its contrary, Death, eſpecially. 
Death Eternal, to import Miſery. 

There is indeed, at leaſt, a threefold Life 
commonly mentioned ; and, in proportion. 
thereunto, a threefold Death : hes, Spiris 
tual, and Eternal. 

Life Natural, ( which is indeed this proper” 
acceptation of the word Life, or the firſt fig- 


nification of it,) is more eaſily onal

than expreſſed. It imporrs that ative ſtate 
or condition which arilecth from the Union of 
the Soul and Body, as well in Man, as in other 
Animals ; (not to mention that of Plants : ) the 
deſtruction or want of which, upon the Soul's 
departure, we call Death. *Tis that, accord- 
ing to which, in common ſpeech, a Man or 
Beaſt is ſaid to be alive or dead. 

Now this Life, is, of all natural Goods, look- 
ed upon as the chiefeſt ; and conſequently 
Death the greateſt of natural Evils : Becaule 
Life is that foundation or firſt good, which 
makes us capable of what elſe is ſo : and with 
our Life, we loſe all the reſt. Hence that in 
Job 2.4. Skin for Kin, and all that a man hath, will 
he give. for his life. And that of Solomon ; A lis 
ving Dog is better than a dead Liow, Ecclel. 9.4. 
For, when Life js gone, there {ucceeds an inca- 


pacity, not only of Doing, bur alſo of Enjoy- 


ing Good. 

From this conſ1deration it is, that the other 
ſignifications of the word have their Original. 
For-Life-being looked upon as the greateſt na» 
tural Good, and Death as the greateſt natural 
Evil ; The one (by a Synechdeche ſpeciei) is free 
quently-uſed (both in ſacred and profane Au- 
thours) to ſignify Good indefinitely, eſpecially 

| the 
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the greateſt Good ; and the other,in like manner, 
to ſignifie Evil, eſpecially the greateſt Evil. The 
one is pur for Happineſs, and the other for Miſery. 

And then, again, (by a Syechdoche generis) 
this general notion of Good or Evil, Happi- 
nels or Miſery, implied in the words Life and 
Death, becomes applicable to this or that 
particular Good and Evil; as occaſion ſerves. 
Suppole the Spiricual Life of Grace, or Death in 
Sin : And the Eternal Life of Glory in Heaven; 
or the Eternal Death of Torment in Hell. Thus, 
Deut. 3 0. 19. 1 have ſet before you ( laith Moſes 
to Iſrael) life and death, bleſſmg and curſing : 
(where Life and Death, are made equiyalent 
to Bleſſing and Curling ; ) therefore chuſe life 
(Gith he) that thou and thy ſeed may Live ; that 
is, that you may be Happy. So at ver. 15. of 
the ſame Chapter ; 7 have ſet before you (fairh 
he) life and good; death and-evil. Where Life 
and Good are put exeperical :each of other, 
and ſo Death and Evil. And in the ſame 
ſenſe it is the Poet tells us, Non eſt Vivere, 
fed Palere, vita, Thus God to- Adam in Para- 
diſe (for 'tis no new Trope, nor of yeſterday) 
In the day that thou eateft thereof- thu ſhalt die the 
death'; that is, thou ſhale become miſerable : 
For we Know that Adam did not the ſame-day

Happineſs, which the Saints enjoy, is, on the 
ſame account, called Life; The gift of God is 
eternal Life, rough Teſus Chriſt. our Lord. So here; 
By Life we underſtand Happineſs ; contrary to 
which. is. the: Death. of, Miſery : and then, (by 
a Metalepſis, or.double Trope, ) that Happineſs 
in ſpecial, wp hich. the, Saipts. enjoy in Glory 
(though ngt —_— ive.of what they have be- 
fore ; ;) and .thar Miſery which in Hell attends 
the wicked. 

'Tis, true,indeed, that the.condition.- of: the 
Saints in, Glory, after. the Reſurreftion, may, 
eyen in. a proper fenſe, be. called Life,;. be- 
cauſe of that Union, which ſhall then be, of 
Soul and: Bgdy ; and, the-exercile of. (at leaſt 
the moſt noble) faculxies of- Life. Yet,do not, 
[ rake.that tp, be the,xrua impors.of; che Ward 
here, Foxthaugh Js, bexrue, that che; Saints.in 
Glory, haye.nat only. an Vyjon-of , Saul; and.Box. 
9, but likewiſe a. knowledge or ſenſe.of,that eſtate,

And, when the word is uſed ſo as to expreſs 
figuratively ſomewhat more excellent-than it (elf, 
the Epithet hach ſomewhat. of additional. exel- 
lency in it. Thus Chriſt is (aid to-be' the Spi 
ritual rock, 1 Cor. 1 0. 4. the Living Bread, or Man- 
na that came down from Heaven, Joh. 6. 50.' to 
diſtinguiſh the words, fo metaphorically uſed, 
from the Rock and Manna literally ſpoken of, 
in the ſtory of their travails.in the Wilderneſs. 
And the Church of Chriſt, as Living ſtones, be- 

C come 
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come a Spiritual houſe, and a Holy prieſthood, to 
offer up Spiritual ſacrifices to God, 1 Pet. 2. 5. 
Where'the-Ppichers ſerve boch {or-diſtin&tion 
from the'material Stones and Temple;the Le- 
vitical Prieſthood; and corporeal-Sacrifices'; 
and for the commendation or preheminence 
of thoſe before theſe; So:the new-beaven, and 
the new earth; - and the new Jeruſalem, Rev. 21; 

And 
Matth. 26.29. Twill drink no more (ſaith Chriſt) 
of the fruit of the vine, till I drink..it New with 
you tn my Father's kingdom: Not-that Chriſt. did 
intend anew to drink of fuch winen bis Far 
ther's Kingdom ; but of a New wie, another 
fort of wine than that commonly ſo called ;

The former of theſe is very agreeable to 
the doctrine of the Schoolmen ; whogeneral- 
ly. place the Happineſs of Heaven in the Beati- 
fick Viſion ; in the ſeeing or knowing of God. 
Grounded on ſuch places as that of Matth. 5. 8. 
Bleſſed. are the pure in, beart , for they ſhall ſee God. 
1 Cor. 13.9, 10, 12. We know but in part, and 
we propheſie but in part ; but when that which is 
perfect ſhall come, then that which is in part ſhall be - 
done.away:: We now-ſee through a glaſs darkely, but 
then face to face: Now I know in part, but then 

hall T know even ds alſo I am known. 2 Cor: 3. 
1 8. We all with open face bebolding as in a glaſs the 
glory of the Lord, are changed into the ſame image, 
from glory to glory. 1 Joh. 3+ 2. Beloved, now 
are we the ſons of God, and it doth not yet appear 
what we ſhall be : but we know, that when be ſhall 
appear , (or, when it ſhall appear) we ſhall be like 
him : -for we ſhall ſee him as be is.

with, and delighting in him. 

For though this be true ; yet neither is the 
Knowledge here ſpoken of, a bare Speculative, 
or Notional Knowledge, wherein the Under- 
ſtanding is alone concerned : But an Aire, 


. Operative Knowledge ; ſuch as brings the 


Will, AﬀeQiions, and all the Faculties into a 
proportionate Conformity thereunto. And in 
ſuch a Knowledge of God in the Underſtand- 
ing, attended with ſuch a Conformity in the 
Will and other Faculties, it is not to be deny- 
ed that our Happineſs doth conlift ; eyen that 
of Eternal Life.

The God that made 
Heaven and Earth: The living God: The God of 
Jjrael: The God whoſe name is Jebovab : And (as 
here, and elſewhere frequently in the New | 
Teſtament) the Father of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. 

| By which and other the like Characters, he is 
diſtinguiſhed from all falſe Gods, from all 
pretended Deities. This God we are to know 
ro be the onely True God. 

But, when I ſay, That the Father of our Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt is this onely True God; I add, That 
this appertains not ſo-much to his Perſonality as 
to his Eſſence. For though the three Perſons. in 
the Sacred Trinity, be diſtinguiſhedeach from 
other by their Perſonalities, (the Father is not 
the Son, nor the Son the Father, &c.) yet 
they all communicate in the conimon Eſſence ; 
whereby the -Son as well as tlie Father, and 
the Holy Ghoſt as either, is this Onely True 

God. The Perſon of the Father i is indeed True 
God,

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God, but not according to his Perſonality, but 
according, to his Efſence. And the Jr ap i 
the Say is God allo, and the True God ; 

not another, but the ſame True God. And a 
Holy Ghoſt likewite. According to that of Joh. 
10. 30. 1 and my Father are One: That is, One 
mad, though nor. One Perſon. And 1 Job. 5. 7. 
There are Three that bear record in Heaven, the 
Father, the Word , and the Holy Ghoſt ; and theſe 
Three are One. Three, and yet One. Three 
Perſons, yet but One God. They are all this 
One, chis Onely True God; beſide whom 
there is no God. 

I know. there are ſome who would be glad 
| to takeadyantage of this place, to.the Dero- 
| . gation of the Divinity of Chriſt, and of the 
' Holy Ghoſt. As if it werehere affirmed, That 

the Father onely were True God : and therefore, 
not the Son, nor the Holy Ghoſt. 

But the Cavil is obvious, and the Anſwer 
eaſje. It is not ſaid that the Father Onely is 
True God ; but that the Father is the onely True 
God ; he is that God be{ide whom there is no 
other True God : which may well enough 
be ſaid, though the Son allo (as indeed he is) 
be that ſame True God ; and the Holy Ghoſt 


likewiſe. Indeed ſhould we lay, That the

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Son were allo True God, and another God ; 
the Father could not then be ſaid to be the 


Onely True God,fince that there would be ano- 


ther True God beſide this. (And the like of 


the Holy Ghoſt.) But to ſay that the Son is the 


Same True God, is well conſiſtent with it. For 
though anotherPerſon than theFather be True 
God, yet, becauſe not Another God, this One 
God remains ſtill the Onely True God. And 
the original words are to this purpoſe very 
clear;"lva MroKwnt oe, by pgvov &Anbivoy toy. Where 
the Article = coming before wv, (not after 
it) doth determine it to be a reflridtion of 
the Predicate, not of the Subject. 'Tis not 
oz 149v0v,, * *Anlivoy Qeov, but o, T Hgvoy &Anbivoy Otoy. 


Not Thee onely ro be the True God; but (as'we 


truly render it) Thee to be the onely True God. 
That is; To know Thee to be that God, be- 
fide which God there is no other True God; 

though another bel:de Thee be likewiſe this 
onely True God; viz, the ſame God with 
Thee, though not the ſame Perſon. It ex- 


cludes only a Plurality of Gods , not a Plura- 


lity of Perſons in the ſame God- head. "Tis 


true indeed, That this Divinity, is not, in this 


place, ſo dire&tly Affirmed, either of the Son, 
or the Holy Ghoſt : Bur, neither is it Denyed : 
And: 
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And therefore it is to receive ics decilion from 
other places where it is affirmed clearly. 

And thus much concerning the firft branch 
of this Knowledge, the Knowledge of God. 
To know Thee, ' the only True God. 

There is another piece of Knowledge ne- 
ceſſary tothe attainment of Ereraal Life; the 
Knowledge of Chriſt. - For fo ir follows, And 
feſus Chriſt whom thou haſt ſent. 

"Tis true, that had we continued in that 
Eſtate wherein 'Man was at firſt Created;there 
had been no neceſſity of this fecond-branch:of 
Knowledge. For, had there been no 'Sin, 
there had been no need of a Saviour.: and 


conſequently, not of this 'knowledge of Jeſus 


Chriſt. A knowledge of God; the onely True 
God, with an Obedience conformable there- 
unto, had then been enough to make.us Hap- 


py- But Man, | by his Fall, having contra&t- 


ed an Eſtate of Miſery ; here isnow noReſti- 
rution to our loſt Happineſs, - but by ia Re- 
demption ; and there is no Redemption, but 
by Jeſus Chriſt. For as there is but One: God; 


4 but One Mediator between God: and Manz" the 


Man Chriſt Jeſus, 1 Tim. 2.'5, - Neitber'is:there 


any other name given to mien, \'Whereby we muſt've - 
ſaved, but that of Jeſus Chriſt of Nazareth'; whom 
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they Crucified, and Gid raiſed from the dead : (AR 
4- 10, 2. ) iThere i5:no Salvation in any. ther, It 


is neceffary- therefore, - to the attainment of 


Eternal _ that we know Him in this Ca- 
pacity. 

What we are to know concerning bim, 
though we-cannot-expect, in ſo'few words, 
toh ave clearly ſer down, without a Comment 
from other places to give light to them : Yet 
at leaſt three things ſeem in theſe words to be 

inted at ; His Divinity ; "His Incarnation, 


' and His Mediatory Office,

For he calls him Father, whom he ſays we 


muſt know to be the onely True God. Indeed, 


were he onely the Son of God in fuch a ſenſe 
as Adam is laxealled, Luke 3. 38. or the Angels

for as Saints are fo called ( Rom. 8. 8. and elle- 
where,) that is, by Adoption ; it would not in- 
er:a Divinity.

For the God who brought 
them out of the North-Country , is the ſame God, 
with him Who brought them out of Eoypt, (nor 
another God, though defigned by another Charas 
Fer,) and therefore, in having Him, we have 
not another God. So here ; To Know thee onely 
(if it had been o ſaid, as it'is not;) it had 
implied no more but thus, Not any who # not 
the ſame God with Thee. To Know Thee Onely (and 


not any other, who is not the ſame God with

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Thee) to be the true God. Which therefore 
would not exclude rhe Son nor Holy Ghoſt, who 
are the ſame God with the Father.

It may —_— be next Objected, That 
though this place do not Deny the Son and 
Holy Ghoſt ro be the True God, (meaning 
thereby, the ſame God with the Father : ) Yer 
neither doth it Prove them lo to be. I an- 
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I anſwer. 'Tis true : This place alone, 
(without the concurrence of others) doth not 


Prove the Trmity. (And it is much if it ſhould, 


where there are but Two mentioned.) Nor is 
it brought by us to that purpoſe. We only 
Anſwer the Objections brought againſt ic by 
others, from this place : And leave the Proof 


of it to be fetched from other places in cons 


currence with this. 
I have obſerved elſewhere (Lett. 3.) that if 
we ſhould read it thus, To know Thee to be the 


Onely True God ; and him alſo whom thou haſt ſent, 
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Jeſus Chriſt, (as implying him alſo to be the - 


ſame True God: ) Or thus, To know Thee, and 


(whom thou haſt ſent) Jeſus Chriſt, the Only True 
God : The words will well- bear it, without 


any force put upon them. 
Nor is this only a new Notion of my own. 


For I ( ſince) find, that S. Auſtin had ſaid the 
ſame long ago, in his Epit. 174. (ſpeaking to 


Paſcentius, af Arian, concerning this place) De 
Patre tantummodo vos vultis intelligi, quod ait, Ut 


cognoſcant Te unum verum Deum, &*, quem miſt- 


ſti, Jeſum Chriftum ; Ubi nos ſubaudimus, etiam Je- 


fum Chriſtum verum Deum : Ut bac fit ſententia, 
Te, &, quem miſiſti, Jeſum Chriſtum, cognofcant 
num verum Deum. Ne illa conſequatur abſurditas, 

ut, 
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ut, fi propterea non eſt verus Deus Jeſus Chriſtus, 
quia-diftum eſt Patri, Te unum verum Deum: prop» 
terea 'non fit Dominus Pater, quia dittum eſt de 
Chriſto, Unus Dominus. Where he takes the 
meaning to be this, To know Thee, and, whom 
thou haſt ſent, Jeſus Chriſt, the Onely True God ; 
which he backs with this Argument; Becauſe 
if we ſhould here on this account exclude the 
Son from being the True God ; we might, for 
the ſame reaſon, exclude the Father from be- 
ing the Lord, becaule it is ſaid (1 Cor.'8. 6.) 
One Lord, Jeſus Chriſt. 

Yet even this, though it might prove it, 
as to the Son, it would not hence conclude it, 
as to the Holy-Ghoſt. But the concurrence of 
other places, will prove it more clearly as to 
both. I ſhall ſhew it of each. 


As to the Son, we have it clearly afhrmed, 


by the ſame S. Jahn, (who beſt underſtood the 
import of his own words)that he is alſo the True 


God; (lo that it- was not intended here to ex- 
clude him.) 1 Joh. 5. 20. We arein him that is 
True, even in his Son Jeſus Chriſt : This is the True 
Ged. -( And therefore not onely the Father.) And 
he had :before told us (from Chriſt's own 
words) Joh. +0. 30.1 and my Father are One. 
| Nor js it here meant of one in Teſtimony, as

- Tt is ObjeCted, that theſe words, laſt cited, 
are ſaid to have been wanting in ſome Tranſla- 
tions, or ſome ancient Copies. . 

Anſw. Be it ſo. And ſo are ſome whole E- 
piſtles wanting in ſome Tranſlations. And 
conſiderable parts of ſome other Chapters. But 
we are not-therefore to caſt them away as not 
Genuine. The 114. and I11d. Epiſtles of St. John, 
and that of Jude, are ſaid to have been wanting 
in- the Syiack:and: Arabick Tranſlations : And 
the Story ofi che; Woman taken in Adultery, Joh, $. 
wanting in the Gothick Goſpels: And part of 
the laſt-Chapter of. St. Mark's, Golpel, is ſaid 
co'be wanting, in ſome.Books': And the Doxo- 
logy in the cloſe-of the Lord's Prayer: And the 
like in divers others. Bur-we muſt not thence 
conclude them not to be Genuine, and put 
them ' out! of our Bibles, becauſe they have 
<chanced-to be omirted'in: ſome Books, 
"And i1t'is 'ſo-far from being ſtrange, that 
ſuch Omiſſions ſhould: ſometimes happen-; 
that it is very ſtrange: (if there. were not a 
great Providence of :God to-preſgrye the:Scri- 
ptures pure and entite)that. there ſhould be no 
more ſuch'miftakes:than. what are:faund. For 

| (before 
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. (before«the convenience of Printing was found 
out). when Copies were robe ſingly: tranſeri- 
bed one from another; and even thoſe but in 
a few hands : *'T was very poſlible, (and hard- 
ly avoidable, ) even for a diligent Tranſcriber, 
ſomeri:ne to «kip a line. Eſpecially, (which is 
the caſe here) '-when ſome of the.lame words 
do again recur-after a line or two ; Men are 
yery ſubject, both in Writing and Printing, 
(as thoſe well know who-are verſed in either,) 
to leap from one word, to the ſame recurring 
ſoon after. Nor is {ſuch Omifion (when it 
happens) readily diſcerned, if (as here) the 
ſenſe be not manifeſtly diſturbed by it. 

Now when ſuch variety of Copies happens 


(that words: be found' in ſome, which are. 


wanting in others,) this muſt either happen 
by a Caſual miſtake, (wichour any deſign of 
Fraud :) or by a willtul Falttfication ; as.to 
ſerve a particular turn ; (which I take to be 
the-caſe of the Papiſts, Ddices Expurgatoril.) 
And, asto the words in queſtion; If the 
difference of Copies happened ar firſt _—_ a 
Caſual miſtake; (as I am ap: co think,) * 
very ealy: for a Tranſcriber (unawares) a 
leave out a Line which was in. his Copy 
(eſpecially where ſuch omiſſion doth not ma-

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nifeſtly diſturb the ſenſe ;) but not to put #12 
line which wasnot there; And,) in-ſuch cafe, 
the Fuller Copy is likelyeſt to beT rue, ' and 
the Omillion to be a Fate. "Which happen- 
ing; (as it ſeems it did) ſome hundreds of years 
ago, in ſome one Copy ; ir might eaſily pak 
(unobſerved) into -many others: tranſcribed 
thence. (and ſo to others derived from thoſe 


Tranſcripts.) But an biſertion. (of what: was 


not intheir- Copy) raul needs be. willtul, and 
nor caſual. 

. -Onthe other fide; : If this eariery' of Co- 
pies were at firſt from a willful Falſification ; Ir 
is much more likely to be a willful Omiſſim of 
the 4rians, in ſome of their Copies, (which 
might be done filently, and unobſerved ;) 
than by a willful Inſertion of the Orthodox. 

For the Inſertion of ſuch a clauſe, it wholly 
New , and which had never before | been 
Heard of ; would have been preſently dete- 
Red by the Arians , as ſoon as eyer it ſhould 
be urged againſt them. 

Nor was any advantage to be made of it 
by the Orthodox, -fince the Divinity of Chriſt 
(which was the Point then in queſtion) might 
be as ſtrongly urged from that in Sr. Job < 
Golpel, 1 and the Father are One, as from chis 

in 
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in his Epiſtle, Theſe Three are One. And there- 
fore it-is. not likely: that the Orthodox ſhould 
willfully make any ſuch. Falfification, from 
whence they could promiſe themſelves no ad- 
vantage. Nordo-[ find, it was ever charged 
upon them by the ancient Arians in thoſe days: 
though Athanaſius and others urged ic againſt 
them. And in very ancient Copies, in which 
it had been left out, it is found ſupplied in the 
Margin, as having been faultily omitted. 
And it is the more likely co be Genuine, be- 
cauſe in this clauſe (The Father, the Word; and 
the Holy-Ghoſt) the ſecond*Perſon is called fon- 
pliciter, 9 2&y©«, the Word ; which is St. John's

1. And is (I think) peculiar. to biti'; and

of the New Teſtament. 

; I do not deny but chat this fecondPerſon may 
be called the Word of God, in Heb. 11. 34. By 
Faith we underſtand that the Worlds were framed by 
the Ward of God. And 2 Per. 3. 5,7. By the Word 
of God were the Heavens of old, and the Earth, &c. 
and by the ſame Word they are kept in ſtore. As he 
is by the ſame St. Jobn, Rev. ig. 13. His name 
is called, the Word of God. But to call him the 
Word abſolutely (without other addicion) 1

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think is peculiar to St. John, And therefore 


much more likely.in chis- place, to have pro- 


ceeded from the fame Pen, and not to have 
been inſerted by an Interpolater ſome hun- 
dreds of years after. And that clauſe Theſe Three 


are One, in the Epiſtle, agreeing ſo well with 1 


and the Father are one-in the Goſpel, is a further 
confirmation of their being both from the 
ſame Pen. 

Add to this, That the Artitheſis which we 
find in the >thand 8th Verſes, is ſo very Na» 
tural; that it is a great Preſumprtion to be Ge- 
nuine. There are Three that bear record in Hea- 
ven, The Father, the Word, and the Holy-Ghoſt, 
and thaſe Three are One : And there are Three that 
bear witnefs' in Earth, The Spirit, and the Water, 
and the Blood, and theſe Three agree in One. Which 
as it ſtands, is very Natural ; but the lacter 
clauſe would ſeem tame without the former : 
and the words in Earth wholly redundant in 
the latter, if not by Antitheſis to anſwer to the 
words in Heaven, in the former Verſe. 

And that it was anciently ſo read, appears 
from St. Cyprian, by whom it is twice cited (in 
his Book De Unitate Eccleſie, and in his Epiſtle 
ad Jubaianum) before the Arian Controverſy 
was on foot.

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In the former place,(arguing for theChurch's 
Unity, not to be broken by Schiſms) he ſpeaks 
thus. Dicit Dominus, Ego & Pater unum ſumns. 
Et iterum de Patre &5 Fils & i Spiritu Santo, ſcri- 
ptum eſt , Et hi tres unum ſunt, Et quiſquam credit 
hanc Unitatem de diva firmitate venientem, ſacra-

That is, Our Lord ſaith, T and the Father are 
One : And again, of the Father, Son and Holy 
Ghoſt, It is Writeen Theſe Three are One. And 
who can believe, that this Unity of the Church, 
proceeding from this Firm Union in God, and 
united by the Heavenly Sacraments, can be ſe- 
parated in the Church > Where he argues for 
the Unity of the Church (not to. be: divided by 
Schiſm) by two Arguments: from this place. 
One from the firm Unity of God; noted in ver. 7. 
The Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt are One ; from 
whom this Church proceeds, (de drvina firmi- 
tate venientem.)

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'' To which I anſwer; Firſt, This is only to 
eahil/ at a Word, when they have nothing'of 
moment againſt the Thing: So thar'if Inſtead 
of ſaying Theſe, Three Perſons are- One-God, 'we 
Gy, Theſe Three are One God, or give chem- 2n0- 
ther Nane inſtead of Perſons,” 'or lay theſe Three 
Somewhats, without giving\them a Name, this 
Objection'is at'an end. 

2. I ſay further; *Tis-very true, that, i in 
our Engliſh Tongue, by another Perſon, we ſome- 
times underſtand another Man, ( becauſe that 
other Perſon is, very oken, another Man alſo.) 
But it is not always ſo ; nor is that the proper 
Signification of the Word ; but an Abuſt Ie 
ſenſe put upon it. 

And the reaſon of uſing the ied Perſon in 
this abuſive or improper ſenſe; is, for want 
of an Engliſh word to anſwer the Latin word 
Homo, or the Greek a#pwnr©-, which might 1 in- 


differencly relate-to both Sexes.. 


For the: word Man doth properly relateto 
the Male, and Woman to the Female. And if the 
word: Man be ſometimes fo ufed as to imply 
the Woinan alſo; - it'is (by a Synecdoche) putting 


the Naine of: One'Sex,'to lignifie Both. And 


*ris for want of ſuch'a Word (which might in- 
differently relate: to both Sexes)-that we ſome- 
z AIG 1401] 3 © 5" -1i)s time 
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time make uſe of Perſon in a borrowed ſenſe, 


rather than to uſe a Circumlocution of Man and + 


Woman, by naming both Sexes. 

 Andif we ſhould uſe ſuch Circumlocution 
of Han and Woman ; yet even this would not 
reach the whole Species. For we do not ule 
to call them Man and Woman, till they be of 
a conſiderable 4ge ; before which time they 
are called Children ; and therefore to compre- 
hend the whole Species, we ſay, Man, Woman, 
and Child. | 

We do indeed, ſometimes, to that purpole, 
make uſeof the word Mankind, (adding the word 
kind to that of Man, to Ampliate the Signih- 
cation of it.) But this relates only to Genus 
Humanam in a Collefive ſenſe; not to Homines 
taken Diſtributively. For we do not ſay a Man- 
kind, two Mankinds, ec, as we lay Homo, Flo» 
mines. 

We are fain, therefore, for want of a pro- 
per Engliſh word, to make uſe of Perſon in a 
borrowed ſenle to anſwer the Latin Homo. 

But the Ancient Fathers, who firlt applied 
the word Perſona to the Sacred Trimity, did not 
ſpeak Engliſh. And therefore we cannot, from 
the preſent uſe of the word Perſon in our Lan- 
guage, conclude Im what ſenſe they uled the 


word Perſona. TI 3. Again; 
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3. Again; the Schoolmen in later Ages, 


- have yet put another ſenſe on the word Perſo- 


na, peculiar to themſelves ; extending. it in- 
differently ro Men and Angels; (for want of a 
proper word of that Extent; ) fo as to fignifie 
(with them) what they call Suppoſutum Ratio- 
nale, or what we call a Reaſonable Creature. (And, 
in imitation of them, ſome others haye ſince 
ſo uſed it.) But this is a New ſenſe, of later 
Ages, ſince the time of thoſe Fathers, (nor do 
the Schoolmen, in this ſenſe, without a Meta- 
phor, apply it to the Sacred Trinity.) We can- 
not therefore conclude from hence, What was 
the Fathers ſenſe of it. 

4. To find out therefore the true ſenſe of 
the word Perſon as applied to the Trinity ; we 
are not ſo much to conſider, what now-a-days 
the word doth ſometime fignifie with us in Exs 
gliſh; nor what ſenſe the Schoolmen have put 
upon it. ſince the time-of thoſe Fathers : As, 
what was the true ſenſe of the word-Perſona, 
at or before their times, in approved Latin 
Authours. Which is quite another thing from 
either of thele ſenſes. 2 

For what in Engliſh we ſometimes mean.by 
Three Perſons (taken indifferently for Men, Wo- 
men, and ( hildren,) the Latins would not have 

called 
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called tres Perſonas, but tres Homines : Though,if 


conſidered in {uch Relations, as Father, Mother, 
and Child, they might ſo be called tres Perſons. 

Nor do I find that in approved Latin Au- 
thours, the word Perſona was wont to be attri- 
buted by them (as by the Schoolmen it hath 
ſince been) to gels; nor to their Genii, or 
Heathen Gods. 

But, 5. It did ſignifie the State, Quality, or 
Condition of a Man, as he ſtands Related to other 
Men. (And ſo I find the Latin word Perſona 
Engliſhed in our Dictionaries.) Suppoſe, as 2 
Ring, a Subjet, a Father, a Son, a Neighs 
bour, a Publick or Private Perſon, a Perſon of 
Honour, and the like. And ſo, as the Condition 
varied, the Perſon varied alſo, though the ſame 
Man remained. As if an ordinary Perfon, be 
firſt made a Kyuight, and then a Lord; the Per- 
ſon or Condition is varied, buthe is till the ſame 
Man that he was before. And he that is this 
Year, a Lord Mayor, may be, next Year, but 
an Alderman, or not ſo much. 

Hence are thoſe Latin Phraſes, frequent in 
approved Authours ; Perſonam imponere (to put 
a Man. into an Office, or confer a Dignity upon 
him ;) Induere perſonam (to take upon him the 
Office; ) Suſtinere perſonam (to Bear an Office, 

| 2 Or 
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or Execute an Office ; ) Deponere perſonam (to 
Reſign the Office, or lay ic down; ) fo, 4gere 
perſonam (to At a Perſon, and many the 
like. 
| Sothat there is nothing of (ontradiftion, no- 

thing of Inconſiſtence, nothing Abſurd or Strange 

in it, for the ſame Man to ſuftain divers Perfons, 
(either ſucceſſively, or at the ſame Time;) or 
divers Perſons to meet in the ſame Man ; accord- 
ing to the true and proper Notion of the word 
Perſon. A Man may, at the ſame time, ſuſtain 
the Perſon of a King, and of a Father, if ins 
veſted with Regal and Paternal Authority; 
(and theſe Authorities may be Subordinate one 
to another ;) and he may accordingly A& 
ſometime as a King, and fometime as a Fa- 
ther. Thus Tally, ( who well underftood the 
Propriety of Latin words) Snſtineo Unus tres 
Perſonas ; meam, Adverſarii, Judicts, (1 being One 
and the ſame Man, ſuſtain Three Perſons ; 
That of my Own, that of my Adverſary, and 
that of the Judge.,) And David was, at the 
ſame time, Son of Jeſſe, Father of Solomon, and 
King of Iſrael. 

| And this takes away the very Foundation of 
their Objection ; Which protceds upoa 'this 
Miſtake, as if Three Perſons (in a proper ſenſe) 

, mult needs imply Three Men. 6. Now 
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6. Now if Three Perſons (in the proper 
ſenſe of the.word Perfon) may be One Man; 


what hinders:but that Three Divine Perſons (in 
a ſenſe Metaphorical) may be One God > What 


* hinders but that the ſame God, confidered as-the 


Maker and Sovereign of all the World, may 
be God the Creator, or God the' Fachey ; andthe 
ſame God conſidered, as to his ſpecial Care of 
Mankind, as: the Ruthour of oic Redempri- 
on, be God che: Redeemer, or God the Son; 
and the ſame:God; as!working-effeually on 
the Hearts ofi\hisEle&, be:God the Saxthifur, 
ox God the Hoh:Ghoft? - - .

For Two of theſe Three are repreſented to 
us.in Scripture under the Names of Father and 
Son; and this Son as Begotten of the Father ; 
(and therefore theſe Names are not to be quar- 
relled with: ) But all this. in a Meraphorical 
ſenſe; (For no Man can ſuppoſe, that this Fas - 
ther doth ſo Beget this Son, as theſe words do 
properly ignifie amongſt Men). ST 

Now the Relations of. Father and Son; ina 
proper ſenſe, are ſuch as are properly denoted 
by the word Perſona, in its proper Accepta- 
tion. | 

And conſequently the Father and iSon, in a 
Metapborical ſenſe, may (by, a, Continuation of 
the ſame Metaphor) be fitly called Perſons, in 
that Metaphorical ſenſe. .And-in_what ſenſe 
they be Father and Son, in a; like; fenſe they 
be Perſons, according to the Propriety of the 
Latin word Perſona.

| And if the Father and Son may ficly beſo 
called ; no doubt but. the. Holy Ghoſt may be 
- focalled alſo, as One Proceeding, or Coming forth 
(4:mpevipÞ»©-) from them. As in. Joh. 1.4- »» 
'$; . 
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The Comforter, which is. the Holy Ghoſt, whom the 
Father will ſend in My name , be Wall teach you all 
things. And Job. 15. 26. The Comforter, whom 1 
will ſend you from the Father, even the Spirit of. 
Truth, which proceedeth from the Father, Ele ſhall 
reſtifi of Me. Where it is manifeſt, that, in 
what ſenſe the Father and Son are to be. repu- 
ted Perſons ; the Comforter or Holy Ghoſt, is, in 
the ſame ſenle, fo to be reputed. 

So that (Ithink) I have clearly Vindicated, 
not only the Notion, "That thefe Three Some- 
whats may be One God; But the Name allo, That 
theſe Somewhats, may fuly be called Perſons. 


Objefion VI. 

I ſhall name but one Objection more, 
which when I have ſatisfied, I ſhall conclude 
for this trme. 

That 6th. Objection (and 'tis but a weak 
one) is'this. The Trinitarians do not all agree, 
but differ among themlelves,in expreſſing their 
Notions'in this Matter. 

Very well. And do not the Antitrinitarians 
differ much more 7 Doth notthe Arian and the 
Socinian differ as much from one anotheryas et 
ther of them dofrom us ; {andideclare tha they 
ſo do?) And do not the 4rians among _ 

lves, 
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ſelves, and the Socuians amongſt themlelyes, 
differ more than do-the.Trinitarians ? Certain- 
ly they do. © 

| Tt muſt be confefled, that different Men, 
as well in the ſame as indifferent Ages, have 
very differently exprefled themſelves, accor- 
ding to: their different Sentiments. of Perſo- 
nality; and: of the particular. Diſtinfions of 
the three Perſons among themſelves. 

But ſo it is in all the: moſt obvious 
things in the world. As, in Trme, Place, 
Space, Motion, and the like. We are all ape 
to think, that we all know: well enough, 
what we mean by thoſe Words, till we be 
asked. But if we be put to it, to expreſs our 
ſelves concerning any of them, What it is, 
whether a Thing, or Nothing, or not a Thing, 
or ſomewhat of 'a Thing , and What that ſome- 
what is ; it would be long enough before we : 
ſhould all agree to expreſs our ſelves juſt in 
the ſame manner ; and, /o clearly, as thar 
no man who hath a mind to .cavil, could 
find occaſion ſo to do. I might ſay the like 
of Feat and Cold ; of Light, Sight, and Colour ; 
of Smells, and Taſts, and thei\difterent Sorts 
of them. 
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Can we never be ſaid to agree in this, 
Thar the Fire doth. Burn and Conſume the Wood ;, 
till we be all agreed what # the Figure of thoſe 
Fiery Atoms (and what their Motion, and from 
what Impulſe ). which enter . the Pores, of , the 
Wood, and ſeparate its.parts, and convert ſome 
of them. to: Smoak, ſome to: Flame, and ivme 

to Aſhes; and which to which; and in what man; 
ner all this is done ? 

What a folly then is it to require that, 
in the things of God, we ſhould all fo a= 
gree as to expreſs our thoughts juſt in the. 
ame manner ; as is not poſlible to do in the, 
moſt obvious things we meet with ? 

And, in ſuch a caſe as wherein to expres 
our Notions, we have no Words but Fi- 
gurative, it is not. to be thought ſtrange, 
that one man. ſhould make uſe of one Meta- 
phor, and another of another, according as. 
their ſeveral Fanſies ferve.. EE. 

But thus far, I think, the Orthodox are all 
apreed ; That between theſe: Three, which the 
Scripture calls The Father, the Son, and the Holy 
Ghoft, or the Father, the Word, 'and the .pirit, 

' there is.a Diſtin&iion,, greater than -that ci. 
( what we call) che Divine Attributes.; but. 
not ſo as to be Three Gods. And this Di- 

ſtinction, 
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{tin&tion, they-: have - thought fic to denote 


by the-Word Fhpoſtafis;::or: Perſon. 
They are alſo all agreed ; that one of theſe 


'Perſons ( namely thei'Son or the Word )- was 


Tncarnate, or Made Fleſh, and did take to him- 


felf our Humane Nature. 


But as to the particular Modes,or Manner How ; 
either how theſe two Natures are United, or 
how theſe three Perſons are Diſtinguiſhed each 
from other : we may be content to be Þ- 
norant, farther than God hath been pleaſed 
to Reveal to us. 

We know that our Immortal Soul is joins 
ed with an Humane Body, ſo as to make 
One Man ( without ceaſing, that to be a Spi- 
rit, and this to be a Body:) Bur *tis hard 
for us to ſay How. And accordingly we 
ſay, that the Man Chriſt Jeſus, ( without ceas 
ſing to be Man,) and God manifeſted in the 
Fleſh, ( without ceaſing to be God,) are One 
Chriſt : But what kind of UWnion this is, 
which we call Fhpoſtatical, we do not through- 
ly underſtand. We know allo that the Fa- 
ther is ſaid to Beger, the Son to be Beyotten, 
the Fdoly Ghoſt to Proceed : Bur neither do 
we fully underſtand the import of theſe 
Words ; nor is it needful that we ſhould.

Affirming the Father to be the Onely Trae God, .though 
not the Father Onely. Nor is it excluſive of the Sov, who 
is alſo the ſame True God; and is ſo expreſly called, by 
this ſame Writer, 1 Joh. 5. 20. where (ſpeaking of F 
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ſus Chriſt) he ſays, This 7s the True God, and Eternal 
Life; as if it were ſpoken 'with a dire@ aſpeCt to the 
words before us. 

Now that Chriſt is often called-God, neither the 4y5- 
47:5 'nor the Socinians do deny. And it 1s fo frequent, 
and ſo evident, as not'to- be denyed. Not only in the 
place laſt cited, but in many others. Thy throne, O God 
endureth for ever, Heb. 1.8. The Word was with God, and 
the Word-was God, Joh. 1. 1. Dy Lord and my God. Joh. 
20. 28. The Being over all, "God bleſſed for ever, Amen. 
(Or, the Supreme Being, the ever bleſſed God. Rom. 9. 5.)

But to this they ObjeA, That though he be ſometime 
called God; yet by God 1s not there meant the Supreme 
God : But either a mere Titular God, as the Socinians 
will have it; (as one of the AeqppJ»o: @ea1, 1 Cor.

The firſt Character, which we meet with, of this. 
God, is that of Gez. 1. 1. 1» the beginning God created. 
the Heaven and the Earth, Which I think no man doubts 
but to be meant of the True God, the Supreme God. And 
by virtue of this, he claims the Sovereignty thereof; The 
Earth is the Lords, and the fulneſs thereof , Pal. 24. 1. Jes 
hovah, the Lord of all the Earth, Joſb. 3. 11, 13. . The 
God of the Heaven, and the God of the Earth, Gen. 24. 3. 
The Heaven is my Throne, and the Earth is my Footfool, 
Ifa, 66.1. Behold the Heaven, and the Heaven of Hea- 
wens, is the Lords, the Earth alſo, and all that is therein, 
Deut. 10. 14. 

The ſame CharaQtr 1s applied to God very often, 7/a.. 
42, 5,8. Thus ſaith God the Lord (Jehovah) he that created. 
the Heavens and ſtretched them out; he that ſpread forth the 


Earth and that which cometh out of it ; he that giveth breath. 


unto the people upon it, and ſpirit to them that walk therein. 


T am. the Lord (Jehovah) that is. my name, and my Glory. 
will T not give unto another. And Iſa. 48.13. Mine hand. 


hath laid the foundation of the Earth, and my right hand. 
hath ſpanned ( or. ſpread ont) the Heavens. So Pſal.8, 3. 
When I confider the Heawens, the work of Thy fingers; the 


Moon and the Stars which thou hast ordained, Pſal.146.6.. 


Which made Heaven and Earth, the Sea, and all that there- 
in is. And many other places, not only. in the Old Te- 


ſtament ; but in the New Teſtament likewiſe ; as A514. . 
15. That ye ſhould turn from theſe vanities unto the Living - 
God, who made Heaven and Earth, and the Sea and all” 
things that are therein. And CAcis 17. 24. God that mad .

wen and Earth, aud the Sea, and the Fountains of Water. 


And it is the diſtinQtive CharaQer, whereby he doth.

- And at the fame rate he proceeds, addreſſing 
himſelf to'the fame God all along. And at ver. 24, 25, 
26, 27. he ſpeaks thus, :0 »:y God, thy years are throughout 
all Generations ; Thou-of old haſt laid the Foundations of the 
Earth, and the Heavens are' the work of thy hands; (whois 
the /ame God therefore of whom Moſes: had before faid, 
In the bezinnins God created the Heaven and the Earth, 
Gen. t. 1.) They fhall periſh (as the Pſalmiſt proceeds) 
but thou ſhalt endure : Tea all of them ſhall wax old as a Gary- 
ment, as 'a veſture ſhalt thou change them and they fbull be 
changed : But thou art the ſame, and thy years ſhall have no 
end.

Thus 
faith the LORD ( Jehovah) that Created thee,---- Fear 
zat, for Thave Redeemed thee. So that God the Creator, and

And the Loyd thy God, is almolt the conſtant 
Language of Moſes to. the Children of 1/rae/:- And it is 
the Chara&ter which God directs him to uſe; 'Thus 'fbalt 
thou. ſay unto. the Children of Iſrael, The \ Lord God of your 
Fathers, the God of Abraham, the God of Iſaac, and the God 
of Jacob, hath ſent me; this is my name for ever, and this is 
my. memorial unto all Generations, Exod.

OBFECTION VWHI. - 

The laſt Obje&ion which I fla now take notice of, 
is this ; That the Doftrine of the Frinity was not known: 
to the Jewiſh Church before Chriſt. | 

To which I anſwer, 1. If it were not made known to 
them, it was not neceſſary for them to know. Por mat- 
ters of pure Revelariorf, are not neceffary to be known, 
before they are revealed, (nor farther than they are re- 
vealed:) But may be foto us, to whom they are Re- 
vealed. 

The whole DoCtrine- of our Redemption by Chriſt, 
was ( doubtleſs) unknown to. Adam. before. his- _ 

F nd, 
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And,.had he not fallen, it would have been-no-fault-ia 
him not to have.known. it at all. | 

And when. ( after-his fall ) it was. firſt made. knowa 
to him, (in that firſt promiſe, that the Seed of the Wo- 
man ſbould' break the Serpents head, Gen. 3.15; ). it was 
yet ſo dark, that he could know very little (as to the 
particulars of ir ) of what. is now. known to us. And 
as God by parcels ( mavuepss): at ſundry times, and in di- 
vers manners, declared more of it to Abraham, to David, 
and the Prophets, ſo were they obliged to know and be- 
lieve more of it : and when z# the laſt days he had de- 
.clared the whole of it by h# Sox ; Heb. 1. 1, 2. it is now 
neceflary for us to believe much more; oft which they 
mighr be ſafely ignorant. And, of the Trinity likewiſe, 
if it were not thenrevealed. 

2. But Secondly, There were. many. things, which 
though not fully revealed, fo. as-to be clearly underſtood 
by All; were yet ſo infinuated, 'as to be in good mea- 
{ure underſtood by ſome ; and would more be ſo, when 
the Veil. ſhould be taken off from Moſes's face, 2 Cor. 3. 
I3, 15, I6. FPELy, 

Tho: the Death and Reſurretion of Chriſt , were not 
underſiood,even by his own D#/ciples,till after his Reſur- 
reftion. Yet we muſt not ſay that theſe things were not 
before intimated in the$Scriptures ( though covertly ; ) 
for when heir underſtandings were opened, to underſtand the 
Scriptures, and what had been written of him in the Law of 
Moſes, and in the Prophets, and in the Pſalms; they then 
perceived that -7f was ſo writtex, and that it behooved 
Chriſt to Suffer and to Riſe from the dead the Third day. 
Yet this was therein ſo covertly contained, that they 
ſzem no more to have underſtood it, than that of the 
Trinity. | | 

"And: St. Paul 1n the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, declares a 
creat deal to have been covered under the Jewiſb Rive 
| pou 
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and Ceremonies ; which, certainly, moſt of the Jewiſh 
Church did not underſtand ; though, in good meaſure, 
it might be underſtood by ſome. 

I might ſay the like of the Re/arre#ion ; which was 
but darkly Aiſtovered till Immortality was brought to light 
through the Goſpel, 2 Tim. 1. 10. We muſt not yet ſay, 
it was wholly anknown tothe Jewiſh Church, ( of whom 
many, no doubt, did believe 1t:) Yet neither can we 
ſay, it was generally received ; For we know the Pha- 
Yiſees and the Sadduces were divided upon that point, 
AF.23. 6, 7,8. And {o little is ſaidof it in the Old Te- 
ftament, that thoſe who had a mind to be captious, might 
have found much more ſpecious pretence of cavilling a- 
gainſt it zbex, than our Adverſaries zow bave againſt the 
Dottrine of the Trinity. 

- 2. I fay Thirdly, as of the Re/arrei#ion, there were 
then divers intimations, which are now better under- 
ſtood (in a clearer light ) than at that time they were : 
So I think there were alſo of the DoCtrine of the Trinity. 
I ſhall inſtance in ſome of them. BEN 

I. That there was, -in the Unity of the God-head, a 
Plurality of Somewhat (which now we call Perſons) 
kems fairly to be inſinuated, even in that of Elohim-bara,

(God ) a Nominative Cafe Plural, is joined with Bara, 


a Verb Singular; ( which-isasif we ſhould ſay in Engliſh, 
We Am, or They Doth ; which would to us ſound odly, 
if ſomewhat of Myſtery be not intended init.) Nor is 
it here only, but very frequently, that God is called 
Elohim in the Plural Number, (and much oftner than in 
the Singular Number Eloah,) as if, though Jehovah: be 
but Ore, yet Elohim may be Three: Not Three Gods, 
but Three Somewhars in that One God. ( For though 1: 
beElohim, yetit is Bara : It is So Three, as yet to be Oe.) 
Nor tis-it- Elohajim (in a - Number) as yomy of 
= | | wo, 
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Two, or a (oaple; but Elohim (in the Plural Number ). 
as of more than T no. inp Jor bib 
This. may perhaps be called a Criticiſm, (and it is ſo.) 
But I am loth to ſay, it is purely Caſual, and not deſigned. 
For many times little Circumſtances, and unheeded Ex- 
prefſions (as at firſt they may ſeem to be,) may (by the 
Divine Wiſdom} be fore-deſigned to ſome conſiderable 
purpoſe. As, that of, Not « bone of it ſhall be broken, 
Exod. 12. 46. Numb. g. 12. Pſal. 34. 20. And that of, 
they pierced my hands and my feet, Plal. 22. 16. - And, they 
ſhall look upon him mhom they have. pierced, Zach. 12. 10, 
” Andithat, they part my garment among them, and on my ve 
fare they caſt lots, Plal. 22. 18. And, they gave me gall 
for my meat, and inmy thirſt they gave me vinegar to drink, 
Pal. 69. 21, Which are moſt of them, but Poetical Ex- 
preſſfions ; and ſeemingly caſual, and undefigned, as to 
their Literal Senſe ; but were providentially ordered, as 
being literally to be fulfilled ; as we find in Joh. 19. 23, 
24, 28, 29, 36, 37. and in the places parallel] of the other

I might inſtance in a great many ſuch, which at firſt 
might ſeem Cafvual, but were Provideatially deſigned. 
T ſhall content my ſelfat prefent with one more ; which 
1s that of St. Paw/, { which perhaps may be thought to 
look as like a Creticiſms as what I mention. )- Gal. 3. 16. 
Now to Abraham and his Seed were the promiſes made. 
He ſaith not, And to Seeds, as of muny ; but as of one, 
And to thy Seed which is Chriſt. Now the promiſes made 
to CAdbraham, towhich he refers, are thoſe Gez. 22. 16, 
17, 18. (which, I think, is the only place,where, in pro- 
miſes made to «A4raham, ſuch menrion is made of his 
Seed.)

By Abraham's Seed, here, is manifeſtly meant his Chil- 
dren whom God promiſeth to »wltiplh. And it might 
ſeem to be very indifferent whether to ſay, thy Seed, or 
thy Children, But St. Paul was ſonicea Critick,as to take 
advantage of his ſaying Seed (in the Singular Number ) 
and not Seeds or Childres (in the Plural ) as thereby 
ſignally denoting (asprincipally intended } that One Seed, 
which is Chriff. Yet are not the reſt of the Seed tobe 
quite excluded (even in that laft Clauſe of it, I» thy 
Seed ſhall all the Nations of the earth be bleſſed,) as appears 
by A. 3. 25. And ye ( men of Iſrael, ver. 12.) ave the 
Children of the Prophets, and of the Covenant which God 
made with our Fathers, [aying unto Abraham, And in thy 
Seed ſhall all the kindreds of the earth be bleſſed. Whence 
*tis evident, that ſeemingly unheeded Criticiſmsare ſome- 
times Providentially deſigned. And ſuch I take this of 
Bara Elohim, to be. And it is taken notice of to this-pur- 
poſe, both by Jewiſh and Chriftian writers. 

The like Plurality ſeems plainly intimated in the ſame 
Chapter, Ger. 1. 26. Let VS make manin OUR image 
and after OUR likeneſs. Yet even this Plurality is no 
other than what in another conſideration, is an Very; 
tor ſo it follows, wer. 27. So God created manin HIS 
'own image, Theſe Plural Somewhats, therefore,*are but 
One God. 

And tis buta childiſh excuſe to ſay, It is the Szile of 
Princes to ſpeak in the Plural, We and Us inſtead of T 
and Me. *Tis indeed a piece of Courtſhip at this day, 
(and perhaps hath been for ſome Ages: ) But how = 
hath it been ſo? *Tis-not ſo old as Moſes; much leſs 
{o old as the Creation. King Pharoah,and Senacharib, and 

| N 2 Ahaſu- 
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Ahaſuerus, were wont to ſay., Me, Mine, ( not We, Vs, 
Oxrs.) And Nebuchadnezzar, even in the Height of his 
Pride, Dan. 4. 30. 1s not this great Babylox that I have 
built, by the might of MY Power, and for the honour of MY 
Majeſty. Here's nothing of We and Owr. This was not 
Stilus Regiuzs in thoſe days. And if we ſhould here ex- 
pound it by ſuch an equivalence ; And God ſaid, Let Me 
make man in My image; it would {carce ſound like good. 
Senſe. ( For *tis not uſual to ſpeak Imperatively in the 
Firſt perſon Singular. ) It ſeems therefore to imply a 
Plurality, though not a Plurality of Gods. 

The like we have Gen. 3. 22. Behold, the man is be- 
come like One of Us. Is this alſo Stilo Regio, inſtead of,, 
The man is become like one of Me? 1 

So, Gen. 11.6, 7. And the LORD (Jehovah) 
ſaid, Let US go down, and confound their Language., 

. 2. Andas theſe places intimate a Plurality, fo I know - 
not but that of Gez.-18. may intimate this Plurality to 
be a Trinity. That the appearance there of zhree Mex to 
Abraham, was a Divine CApparition (though Abraham did 
not at firſt apprehend it ſoto be) is evident. For it is 
expreſly ſaid by Moſes, ver i. The LORD (Jehovah) 
appeared unto him in the plains of Mamre ; and he lift up his. 
eyes, and lo Three Men ſtood by him. Sothat this appear- 
ance of Three Men, was an. appearance of the Lord Je- 
hovsh. And though we do not find that Abraham doth 
afy where uſe the word Jehovah in that diſcourſe, (but 
Adonai all along : ) Yet Moſes the Relater ( where him- 
ſelf ſpeaks) ſays every where Jebovah; though when 
he recites Abraham's words, it is Adonat :.: But even 
Zdonai. is a word Plural. ( as well as Elphim) that is, my: 
Lords ;, ( the Singular is Adoni, my. Lord; but ſeldom 
{aid of God. ) | 

Whether it were, that the name FEHOY A H.were 


not then known to Abraham. ( according to that of 
| Exod. 
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Exod.6.3.) or that Abraham was not at firſt aware who it 
was with whom he was then diſcourſing ; - or for what 
other reaſon he did avoid uſing the name Jehovah ;: I ſhall 
not trouble my {elf curiouſly to enquire*: Butſure weare 


that Moſes tells us, This Apparition of Three Mex (as at. 


firſt they ſeemed to be ) was an Apparition of the Lord 
Jehovah.. '; | 

We need not doubt therefore, but that God appeared 
there, in. this Apparition of Three Mex ; which is there- 
fore a fair intimation of a Trinity of Perſons. 

It might perhaps be cavilPd at, if this were all : And 
ſo.might that of Jonah's being three days and three nights in 
the Whales belly, when broughtas an Argument to prove 
our Saviour ought. /o lozg to lie in the, Grave. But St. 
Paul tells us, 1 Cor. 15. 3, 4. that Chriſt died for our 
ſins according to the Scriptures ; and thar he role again the 
Third day, according to the Scriptures. | ( And Chrilt in like 


- manner, Luk. 24. 46.) Yet I know not any thing more 


clear to that purpoſe i»-the Scriptures ( of the Old Te- 


ſtament ) than either this of Jonas being ſo long in 


the Whale's belly (to which Chrift himſelf alludes; Mas. 
12. 40.) or that of Hoſ. 6.2. After two days he will re- 
wvive us, and the third day he will raiſe us up.

- Where ibfewrch tells us from the ancient Rad- 
 bines whom hecites, they call him, The Spirit of Mercies 
from-before the Lord : The Spirit of Wiſdom, called, the Spi- 
rit of the Living God : And, The Spirit of the Meſſ5as.

By the Word of the LO R D (Jehovah) were 
the Heavens made, and all the Hoſts of them by the ( Spirit, . 
or ) breath of his mouth, ( Beruach.) Where we have Je- 
hovah, his Word, and Spirit. Job 26. 12, 13. He divideth : 
the Sea by his Power, and by his ( Wiſdom, or) Underſtand- 
ing he ſmiteth through the proud , By his Spirit he garniſheth 
the Heavens, his Hand hath formed. the crooked Serpent. | 
| | : Where 
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Where we have the Power of God, the Wiſdom of God, 
and:the Spirit of God. And Job 33. 4. !heSpirit of God 
hath made me, and the Breath of t'e Lord hath given me Life. 
So, P/al. 104. 24, 3o. O LORD (Jehovah) how wor- 
derful arethy. Works, in UUilbom thou haſt made them all. 
Thou ſendeſt forth thy Spirit, they are created, and thou re- 
neweſt the face of the Earth. 

And it is not amiſs here to take notice, that as azy@- 
ſignifies as well rat7o as oratio ; ſo "Chriſt (o xwy@.) is 
called the Word of God, and the W/dom of God. And 
asin Foh. 1. 1, 3, 10. it is {aid of the Word, that in the be- 

inning was the Word, all things were made by Him, and the 
orld was made by him : And:Heb.11. 3. The Worlds were 
framed by the Word of God, So the ſame is ſaid of W:/- 
dom, Prov. 3. 19. The LO RD by UUiſdom hath formed 
the Earth, by Underſtanding hath he eſtabliſhed the Heavens. 
And Prov.8.22.8&c. The LORD poſſeſſed me (Wiſdom) 
in the beginning of his way, before his works of old; I was ſet 
up from -nry 5-2 from the beginning, ere ever the Earth 
was ;-=---Wchen he prepared the Heavens I was there,---= When 
he eſtabliſhed the Clouds above,-= When he ſtrengthened the 
Fountains of the deep,--- When he appointed the Foundations 
of the Earth, then was 1 by him, &c. | 
And accordingly the Holy Ghoſt is called the Power of 
God, Luk. 1.35. The Holy Ghoſt ſhall come upon thee, and 
the Power of the Higheſt ſhall over-ſhadow thee. And 1 Per. 
1.5. Who are kept by the Power of God, through Faith unto 
Satvation; which doubtleſs is not without the operation 
of the Holy Ghoſt, working and preſerving faith in us. 

Suitably hereunto,God's Power and Wiſdom are oft con- 
joyned. He is Wiſe in Heart, and Mighty in Strength, Job g. 
4, &Cc. He is excellent in' Power, and in Judgment, Job 37.13. 

But, ( without laying too great a ſtreſs on every par- 
ticular, ) there ſeems a utkbition cadr enough to con- 
ſider the Word of God, and the Spirit of God, as _ 

diſtin- 
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diſtinguiſhable, ever! in the great Work of Creation ; and 
that the holy Writers, even in the Old Teſtament, have 
conſidered them as diſtinQ; and that even the Jewiſh 
Writers have owned them as ſuch. | 
I know very well thatthoſe who have a mind to be cap- 
tious, may cavil at theſe places, as the Sedances of old did 
at thoſe paſſages in the Old Teſtament tending to prove 
a Reſarrettion. : 
And not thoſe only, but even ſome of our own ; who 
would have us think, that the Fathers before Chriſt had 
only Promiſes of Temporal bleſſings (not of Heavenly and 
Eternal':) Though & Paultells us, ( when, of the hope 
and reſurreftion of the dead he was called in queſtion; ) that 
he did /o worſbip the God of his Fathers, believing all things 
which were written inthe Law and the Prophets, and had hope 
fowards God (which they alſo allowed) that there ſhould be 
s Reſurrettion of the dead both of the Juſt «nd Unjuſt ; and 
that it was 4.promiſe made of God to their Fathers, to which 
their twelve Tribes inſtantly ſerving God day and night, 
d to come; which were no other things than what Moſes 
and the Prophets had ſaid ſhould come to paſs ; and which to 
King Agrippa (who if not a Jew,was at leaſt well acquain- 
ted with their DoCtrines) ſhould not ſeem range, 47.236, 
At. 24.14, 15. 4. 26.2,3,6, 7,8,22. And Heb.r1.13. 
that all theſe died in faith, not having received the promiſes ; 
(that is, they died in the belief of better things than what 
they had yetreceived :) But ſawthem afar off and were Pere 
ſmaded of them, and embraced them, and confeſſed, they were 
| but ftrangers and Pilgrims upon Earth. And our Savi- 
our proves it out of the Old Teſtament, ( Max. 22. 32.) 
by ſuch an Argument, as if one of us ſhould have urged, 
it would perhaps have been ridiculed : 1 am the God of 
Abr cham, the God of Iſaac, and the God of Jacob; Now God 
5s not the God of the dead, but of the living. And the Apoſtle 
purſues the ſame Argument, _ Ii. 9, IO, 14,15, > 
They 
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They ſojourned in the Land of promiſe, as in « ſtrange Land, 
doclling in Tabernacles ( —- from _ py place ) 
for they looked for « City which hath foundations ( a fixed 
City, not flitting as were thoſe Tabernacles,) whoſe buil- 
der and maker is God : Declaring plainly that they did ſeck a 
(Country : Not ſuch as that from whence they came ; but a bet- 
ter Country, that is, « Heavenly : wherefore God is not aſham- 
ed to be called their God ; for he hath prepared for them a 
City ; where he direaly argues, that God's Promiſe, zo 
be their God, was a Promiſe of Heaven, | 
And no doubt but the Prophets, and Men of God, had 
taught them all along, to put a Spiriual Senſe, upon 
thoſe (ſeemingly ) Temporal Promiſes, (though the Sad- 
auces would not believe it, but cavilled at it ;) in ſo much 
that not only the Phariſees and Doors of the Law ; but 
even the Women embraced it (even before Chriſt's Reſur- 
retion;) 1 know/aith Martha (of her dead Brother Laza- 
114 ) that heſball Riſe again in the Reſurretion, at the laſt 
day, Joh. 11. 24. And, of ſuch Spiritual Senſes, we have 
copious Inſtances, in the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, and elſe- 
where frequently. . 
And as they did without any reluQtances, readily .em- 
brace the DoQtrine of the Reſarre&ion, when more clearly 
declared by the Apoſtles, { as a thing not wholly zew to 


them ;) fo neither do we find in them any Reluftance to 


thatof the Trinity (for which, in likelihood, they had in 
like manner been before prepared: J)but readily cloſed with 
the Form of Baptiſm,inthe Name(not Names)of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt, Mat.28.19.And that 
Solemn Benediition, 2Cor.13.14. The grace ofour Lord Jeſws 
Chriſt, and the love of” God, and the Communion of the Holy 
Ghoſt be with you all, Amen. Wherewe have all the Three 
Perſons reckoned together; as they are alſo in that. cele- 
brated place, 1 Joh. 5. 7. The Father, the Word; and the 
Holy Ghoſt ; theſe Three are One. And as they War een 
__ before 
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before by Chriſt himſelf, Joh. 14. 26. The Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghoſt, whom the Father will ſend in My 
Name, He ſhall teach+you all things. And Joh. 15.26. The 
Comforter whom I will ſend unto you from the Father, even 
the Spirit of truth, which Proceedeth from the Father, He 
ſhall teſtify of . Me. And {to name no more places ) 
Mat. 3.. 16917. Jeſus, when he was baptized, went ftrait- 
way out of the Water : And lo, the heavens were opened unto 
him, and he ( John the Baptiſt ) ſaw the Spirit of God de- 
ſcending like a Dove, and lighting upon Him : And lo; 
4 voice from beaver ſaying, | his is My beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleaſed. 

4- There 1s yet another Conſideration which doth con- 
firm this opinion, that the DoArine of the Trinity was 
nat unknown to the Jewiſh Church before Chriſt : i From 
the footſteps thereof yer extant in Heathen Writers. 

Tis well known {to thoſe converſant in ſuch Studies) 
that much of the Heathen Learning (their Philoſophy, 
Theology, and Mythology ) was borrowed from the 
Jews; though much Diſguiſed, and ſometimes Ridicu- 
led by them. Which things though they be Fabulous, 
as diſguiſed in a Romantuck dreſs: yet they are good 
Evidence that there was a Treth in Hiſtory, which gave 
occaſion to thaie Fables. 

None doubts but Ov1i4's Fable of the Chaos (of which all 
things were made ) took its riſe from Moſes's Hiſtory of 
the Creation.: And Deucalion's F lood, from that of Noah : 
and the Titan's fighting againſt the Gods, from theBuilders 
of BabePs Tower: And that of Two-faced Janmxs, from 
Noah's looking backward & forward to the World before 
and ſince the Flood. And many the like,of which we may 
ſee in Natalis Comes, in Bochartus, and others: And of 
which we have a large ColleQion in Theophilizs Gale's 
Court of the Gentiles, And in Dr. Duport's Gnomologia 
Homerica ; whereia is a- Collection, of Homer's Sayings, 

O 2 which 
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which look like Alluſions to like Paſſages in Sacred Scri- 
pture 3 and ſeem to be borrowed (moſt of them) from 
thoſe Books of it, which were written before Homer's. 
time; who yetis one of the moſt Ancient andmoſt Fam- 
ed of Heathen Writers. 7 
Platohath borrowed ſo much of his Philoſophy,Hiftory, 
and Theology, frem the Jewiſh learning, as that he hath 
obtained the Title of ( Mwons AramiGor) Moſes diſguiſed 
in @ Greek dreſs, And, may ſeem, becauſe the name 
of Jews was odious, to cite them rather by the names of 
certain Barbarians, Syrians, Phenicians, Egyptians, &c. 
From that Title of God in Exoadzs, I AM, « "Ny, (or from 
the Equivalent names of Ja# and Jehovah ) he borrows 
his ( > @, «um or, ovſwsov,) the Being, (or that which Is,), 
the very Being, the true Being ; which are the Titles he 
gives to the Supreme Gad. For his [mortality of the 
Soul, he reckons the beſt Argument to be (&©. noy©. ) 
« Divine Revelation, which he had by Tradition from cer- 
tain Ancients, who lived (as he ſpeaks) wearer to the Goals, 
(as if he had borrowedeven this Phraſe from Den. 4. 7. 
What nation is ſo great, who hath God ſo Nigh unto them ?) 
And much more, as hath been noted by others. {of 
And I am fo far from thinking (as the Socinians would. 
have us) that St. John did but Platonize, and borrowed. 
his o ady©- from Plato's Trinity ; that I rather think, 
that Plard borrowed his Trinity (as he did many other 
things ) from the Jewiſb Do#rine, though by him diſ- 
guiſed : And take ir for a good Evidence, that the Do-. 
atrine of the Trinity, was then not unknown to them. - 
Ariſtotle, in the laſt Chapter of his Book, De Mundo ; 
which is de De: Nominibus : He tells us that God, though 
he be but One, hath many Names: And amongſt thoſe many, 
he reckons that of the Tres Parce ( Tpeis us Maiegs) or as 
we call them, che Three Deſtinies ( Atropas, Clotho, and 


Lachefis ; (whom he doth accotamodate to the three di- 
| | verſities . 


concerning the Trinity. 01 
verſities-of Time ; paſt, preſent, «nd future,) to be One of theſe 
Names. Which, though numbred as Three, are but this Oe God. 
Taura 08 movie tw #* amd 71 mw. 0. O89. (And cites Plato to 
the ſame purpoſe ) x#lxrep x 0 qurraiys Tlhdmy proiy, . So that it 
ſeems both Plaro and Ariftotle were of opinion, . that Three Some- 
whats may be Ore God. And this, in likelihood, they derived 
from the Jewiſh Learning. 

I might ſay the like of their three Fadges in another World, 
Minos, Radamanthus and Aacus, which thing though it be Fa- 
bulous, yet it implies thus much , That they had then a Notion, 
not only of the Souls Immortality, but alſo of a Trinity of Perſons 
in another World, who ſhould take Account of mens Afions in 
this World. And both theſe Notions they had, no doubt, from 
the Jewiſh Learning ; from whence their moſt ſublime Notions. 
were derived. j- 

Totheſe Imight add that of their three-ſhap'd Chimera ; which 
their Poets feign to have been. ITegoÞ: Atwy,oma ct Jegrov,miorn 08. 
Y45iex, As Is to beſeen-in Homer one of their moſt Ancient Po- . 
ets. _ that of Cerberwe, their three-headed Porter of the other - 
World. : 

Which Poetical FiQtions, though invented perhaps to r/dica/e 
the Trinity ; do yet at laſt argue that they helen ſomenotiCes 
of 2 Trinity, (of Three-Semewhats which were yet but Oze.) For, 
if they had no notice of-it, they could not have ridiculed it. 

Our Adverſaries, perhaps,may pleaſe themſelves with the Fan: - 
ſy, that Chimeraand Cerberus are brought in to prove the Trimty. 

But they miſtakethe point : We are not now Provizg the Tri- 
nity, (whichis already ſettled on a firmer Foundation;) but in- 
quiring, whether :6zs DoCftrine were they known... And as we 
think it a good argument to prove the Chriſtias Religion, to have - 
been known in Lucian's time, (and known to him, becauſe Lucian 
doth Scoff atit; which he could a6t have done, if he had known 
nothing of it: So is it a good Argument-toprove the DoQtrine of 
the Tr/zity to have been then known, when it: was ridiculed. 

And it proves alſo, that there might be 7hez prophane Wits to - 

ridicule it, as there are zap to Bleſpheme the Trinity, as _ l 
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headed Monſter ; and; that this little Wit of theirs, is not ' their 

own, but ſtollen from wittier Heathens. 
But, whether it were, or -were not, known 'to the Jewiſh 
- Church before Chriſt, (@f- which there be great Preſumptions 
that it was ſo known, as well as that of the Reſaurredtos : ) it is 
enough to us, that we are taught it zow. - And, if any will yet 
be ſo obſtinate as not to believe, either'the Reſarrefon,- or the 
Trinity ; upon pretence that neither of them was known to 
the Jewiſh Church, (or at leaſt, not foclearly, but that they'may 
beable to cavil at places from theOld Feſtament alledged to preve 
either ;) we mult leave:them to the Wiſdom andyJudgment-of 
: God, till he ſhall think Gt to inſtru them better. 
Now to God the Father ,God the Son, aud God the Holy Ghoſt ; Three 
Perſons, but One Eternal and Ever bleſſedGod; 'be Praiſe, Ho- 

nour and Glory, Now and for Evermore, Amen.
